Get some 
active members on the Board of Governors & it shouldn’t be necessary to spend 
5 days arguing.” In the second letter he continues: “Yes, I would like to have a talk 
with you too on this A.N.A. business. There should be room for more younger 
men (& women too) in the guidance of affairs. By younger I mean under 80 & 
somewhere between 40 & 50 ... much excellent & honest work has been done, but 
perhaps grandpa should have a rest...” In the third letter Hansen contemplates 
running for “Secretary of the ANA.” Also included is an April 3, 1965 letter to 
“Bob” (presumably R.H. Lloyd) from Harley L. Freeman, wherein he laments: 
“Every time I pick up the Numismatist ... I want to puke. Mis-strucks, dots on 
Lincolns nose, bags and rolls... Yea Gods, what is happening to our hobby? ... 
I still like to talk to the old timers ... some of those old memories and former 
conventions with the Chapmans, Mehl, McAllister (sic). Sears, Wormser, 
Henderson and others were really something to re[me]mber.”

The photograph was taken ten days after the dedication of the bronze tablet 


it depicts, which had just been placed there by the California Centennial 
Commission with the Cooperation of the Society of California Pioneers. “M” day 
on November 25,1949 was designed “for all the Junior Coin Collectors of the Bay 
Area Under Leadership of Roy Hill, Counselor.” It is apparently a trial version, 
printed on one side only, the other side with Hill’s address stamp and design 
elements in ink to be added on the return postcard. Roy Hill was President of 
the San Jose Coin Club at the time. He was quite active in organized Northern 
California numismatics and formed an excellent numismatic library, marking 
most volumes with his name stamp on the bottom page edges. The story goes 
that shortly after his death his numerous books and other publications were sold 
en bloc to a bookstore in the area for $100. Your cataloguer recalls buying “Roy 
Hill” books all over the state for a number of years after.

Huerta’ (‘Death to Huerta’)... while they last at $7.50 each.”

Many coins on plates have no numbers (e) Many of numbers on plates are wrong 
(f) Most of all the csp coins are photographed as un cspd coins should be so the 
csps themselves are sideways — upside down, etc. (g) Many of my estimates have 
been doubled or tripled by Hans. I am thoroughly disgusted with the sloppy work 
he has turned out.” Gibbs closes the letter with commentary on his legendary 
nocturnal devotion to Moneta: “Regret my sleeping habits not what they should 
be. This is being written at 3 am as I could not sleep.”

Interspersed 
in the catalogue are several poems by the presumptive Numismatic Poet Laureate 
of Newark, each signed here in blue ink: “James A Brown.” Despite the gentle 
mocking, it is a delightful publication by a fine fellow, whose contributions to 
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numismatics were many. Brown was also an early manufacturer of plastic coin 
holders and a longtime numismatic bibliopole. The auction was apparently held 
at the “Y” and after noting nearby attractions of numismatic interest including 
the Newark Museum and the Newark Main Library (“whose shelves contain 
many rare books on coins”), Brown gets down to business: “The two closest and 
best bars in town are only A half block away, the MILITARY PARK HOTEL and 
the ROBERT TREAT HOTEL.” Though a desirable “collectors item” priced at one 
dollar, the multi-autographed copy at hand was not the zenith of the genre; that 
featured “Your Name Stamped in Gilt on the Front Page” (50<£ extra). The local 
watering holes perhaps provided inspiration and one of Browns poems, “Will the 
San Francisco Mint Survive,” follows: 

Tear her old time banners down 
Level it for parking ground 
Does the Denver Mint surpass 
Will Philadelphia’s everlast 

Obsolete, cut down the cost 
Never mind who’s need we cross 
Double the crews in Philly 
No worry there or questions Icky 

Politicians point with pride 
Look how we aconomize (sic) 

Money making costs are less 
Though regional economy be a mess 

Historical love of landmarks old 
Leave these gentlemens instincts cold 
For who has time for sentiment 
“Down the buildings, parking lots pay rent.”

A rare and informative publication promoting this ubiquitous 19th century 
counterfeit coin detecting device. The medal depicted is dated 1878. Printed on 
both sides, the italic headline above cites the remanent side. Designed for general 
use, the “Address” space at the base of both sides of this example features, however, 
the Berrian firm’s name and address stamp. Attractively printed, depicted on 
one side is the obverse and reverse of the award medal, below which are two 
illustrations of the sale, each holding a newly minted 1878 silver dollar, one 
showing “Position of Scale when Coin is Counterfeit,” the other the “Position of 
Scale when Coin is Genuine. Patented February 27th, 1877 [by J.A. Thompson]. 
Perfected 1880.” (Early scales do not feature a space for a gold dollar.) The “Coin 
Detector & Letter Scale” side also depicts two scales, one “As used in Weighing 
Letters,” the other “As used in Detecting Counterfeit Coins.” This counterfeit 
coin detector’s other life as a letter scale appears to be little known, particularly 
in numismatic circles. It was comprised of an added “attachment” to the scale, 
apparently a small loose metal clip and it is small wonder that few if any appear 
to have survived. The “Directions for Using the Letter Attachment” printed below 
also suggest a certain complexity of use, requiring in total well over 100 words.

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Types, “Genuine” California Gold Pieces, Miscellaneous Gold, Gold Dollars, 
Commemoratives, Bryan Money Types, U.S. Coin Series (Dollars to Half Dimes), 
Foreign Crowns, Military Decorations, etc. Operating on the then western 
frontier of the American numismatic world, the Lees emphasized: “Remember—

A remarkable discovery after lo these many years; no longer “Doubtful.” The 
mystery of the missing Hollinbeck Kagin sale numbers has long been a matter of 
controversy. Do they exist? The rather modest production offered here appears 
to confirm that at least one does. Founded in 1938, the Iowa Numismatic 
Association “decided in 1941 that future auctions would be given to a responsible 
dealer because of the great amount of work performed by auction committees, 
the lack of available material and the small commission realized in past auctions 
which did not compensate adequately for the work involved.” The first month 
and day time window would have occurred in 1945 but it seems unlikely that 
the sale took place then. The October, 1951 issue of The Numismatist provides 
convincing evidence for assigning the sale to that year, noting that “The fall 
convention of the Iowa Numismatic Association will be held at the Hotel Fort 
Des Moines on November 3, 4... Membership exhibits, auction sale, bourse, and 
business session... will be features of the convention.” 

The Numismatic Scam of the 20th Century 

E165 [Burnie, Robert Harry], Professional Numismatists Guild 
Inc. A CONFIDENTIAL REPORT ON THE R.H. BURNIE 
CASE BY A MEMBER. Fremont, Ohio, (1956). Typewritten 
letter on two sheets, the first on official PNG stationery. 28 by 22 
cm. Once folded. Near fine. (250.00) 

Ex A. Kosoff. The only example that we have ever encountered. It is a remarkable 
document featuring a great deal of little known information concerning the 
numismatic scam of the twentieth century. Burnie had distributed a six-page 
mail bid auction sale fisting scheduled to close on May 31, 1956, comprising 
“one of the most choice collections of gold coins offered for some time; featured 
are pioneer gold, commemoratives, Stellas, rare dates in all series, proof sets, 
approximately $35,000.00 worth of choice coins, to be sold 100%—without 
reserve.” The key to his scam is found in the terms of sale: “As requested by the 
owner of this collection, whom I represent in selling his collection, DEPOSITS 
of 50% of your BIDS MUST ACCOMPANY YOUR BIDS , otherwise the bids 
cannot be considered bona fide offers to buy, and will not be executed.” Some of 
the sale participants were embarrassed by their gullibility—witness the present 
report by a PNG member unnamed—and, as a result, details of the scandal have 
always been scant. Abner Kreisberg is said to have lost $6,000 and Jerry Cohen 
reportedly lost $25,000. The author of the report at hand fared better: “Having 
sent Mr. Burnie $1049.00 in connection with his May 31st sale and on his 
promise to ship coins registered mail June 4th, I became worried when nothing 
was heard from him by June 6th... On June 9th I notified Texarkana, Texas police 
and at 1 P.M. June 13th I arrived personally in Texarkana. I proceeded directly 
to the Burnie address... inquiry produced the information that about a week 
previous he had bought a new Oldsmobile, paying $1800.00 down on it, this 
he gave to his wife... He then went to Dallas and purchased a 1956 Cadillac 
convertible... paying $5000.00 cash plus a $1200 check... I then went to the 
police department... By this time [Mr. Homer Goff, assistant Chief of Police] 
had three other complaints in besides mine, the four totaling approximately 
$19000.00... He gave me further information that Burnie... had driven to Biloxi, 
Miss, where he picked up a girl that was a dancing school instructor. She told 
friends they were going to Mexico City.” After a series of frustrating experiences 
with attorneys, our correspondent concludes: “At this point I said to hell with the 
whole thing, let the thief keep it, which seemed to be a easier course to follow 
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than wasting more valuable time trying to give [fees] to crooked lawyers.” He 
further notes: “Some $35000.00 went through Burnie’s Bank account at the State 
National Bank in Texarkana, Arkansas in the last thirty days before he fled. So it 
seems very probable that he took people who answered his sales list for at least 
this amount and probably more. It also seems likely that he had at least twenty 
five thousand dollars in cash on his person when he left.” The beauty of Burnie’s 
scam is that he could ostensibly award—and apparently did—any sought after lot 
to multiple bidders. The story does not end here. A short time after the events 
related here, Burnie turned up in a state of unconsciousness on the Texas/Mexico 
border, where he was arrested, tried and convicted of mail fraud, and sentenced 
to five three-year terms in prison, to be served concurrently. No monies appear 
to ever have been recovered by the numismatic community.

Accompanied by a handwritten letter on 
firm stationery, written the same day. (50.00) 

Interesting correspondence on “Coin Doctors,” generously leavened with 
numismatic gossip: “Dear Abe, Your letter was somewhat of a shock to me, 
particularly the thought that someone operating out of Miami was involved in 
polishing coins to pass as proofs... I have had only one proof set purchase that 
was on the unpleasant side recently... about $2000. worth of sets... I bought 
them all, but paid fairly high. The next day Nick Bell, at Abbott Hobbies in 
Miami, called me to say that Bill Sneeds ‘girl* was trying to sell sets for Sneed... 
So, unknowingly, I had bought sets from Sneed, who is an extremely unpleasant 
and shrewd fellow, suspended for 3 months by the ANA, being watched by the 
Treasury boys, not allowed to join the Florida United Numismatists, not allowed 
to join the Miami club, etc., etc. The sets are gone now, and I believe they were 
all right. I mention it only as the only transaction not right’... I understand all 
the dangers to the profession that this matter involves and will certainly keep 
my ears open... The only people I know of here that handle sets in quantity are: 
Abbott Hobbies (they had a robbery two weeks ago. Bell talks big, but has very 
little in coins. I don’t think he could be involved); The Hobby Shop (Newman 
is eccentric... he sold 2 phony Grant with star 504: about 2 years ago... I don’t 
know a thing about his honesty); Sid Smith (started going after coins big about 8 
months ago... I believe he’s perfectly honest); Wally Logan... an honest schlemiel 
who knows nothing about coins and couldn’t possible be involved; Sneed, of 
Lakeland (can’t be trusted. Bought an 1804 copper copy from me, and tried to 
silverplate it, to pass as a genuine coin... Travels state lecturing at Sears, and 
banks, buying copper nickel cents for 2 cents, gold $ for $1.50, showing $3. 
Gold obverse and calling coin $4, gold. Good-looking, smooth talker, a perfect 
circus barker type...” Steinberg goes on to mention several other dealers. His 
handwritten letter concerns “An important addition to the letter I mailed one 
hour ago: I forgot Tuthill—formerly Academy Stamp & Coin. Moved out of his 
regular store location and now dealing from a combination home-office. A real 
phony. Is also a Chemist. Always had polished coins in his window—Lincoln 
<t, etc. Claims he can clean anything, remove any solder, etc. Unsavory. Bad 
reputation in coins and stamps. Although I know of nothing, he is distinctly a 
possibility! Please keep my letters confidential.” 

“Dr. Sloss asked me to look at the Carnegie Institute’s 
Coin Collection and Mr. Woodside indicated that he 
would appreciate my comments”

and evaluation of the collection, handwritten on Kosoff and other 


generic note paper. Various sizes. Generally fine. (250.00) 

A fascinating assemblage. Kosoff writes “To Whom It May Concern” in his 
June 5, 1978 letter: “I have known Mr. Woodside for many years and have had a 
very close relationship with Dr. James O. Sloss for more than 35 years. Dr. Sloss 
asked me to look at the Carnegie Institute’s Coin Collection and Mr. Woodside 
indicated that he would appreciate my comments. My examination... was 
sufficient to impress me with the need for studied recommendations. I made 
extensive notes, have studied them and now respectfully make recommendations 
to you... I understand that consideration has been given to the sale of the 
collection and that the auction sale method seems to be the only one discussed. 
This is not always the most productive but Directors of Institutions usually do 
choose it because it does protect them against criticism.” After the following 
preamble, Kosoff goes on to make specific recommendations: “If the decision is 
to sell at auction, it would be a serious mistake to consign the collection to any 
but a numismatic auction house... In fact, it would be wise to consider the use of 
more than one numismatic auction house as I will point out below.” Kosoff then 
arranges the collection into a dozen categories and comments on each as follows 
(condensed here): Large Cents: “very important... could easily fetch six figures”; 
United States Coins: “many of the rarities are not included, nevertheless... 
very substantial value”; Colonials: “in excess of 150 pieces, some of which 
are quite important”; Patterns: “About 100 pieces... not... very important”; 
Canada: “rather extensive”; Tokens and Medals, U.S.: “extraordinary holding”; 
Numismatic Books: “could be sold by the house handling the United States Coins 
or by a specialist”; Confederate and Obsolete Notes: “not important”; Ancient 
Coins: “many important ancient coins... condition of most of the coins was not 
impressive”; Foreign Coins: “quite a large group”; West Indies, Latin America: 
“These coins do very well in the United States”; Odd and Curious Coins: “There 
is not a very big market for these.” He concludes: “There are, of course, other 
methods of liquidating such a collection...” Much of the “meat” present here 
is to be found in Kosoff’s detailed notes, written on-site. Excerpts of his initial 
overview follow: “Large Cents... About 450 pieces worth 150,000... Important 
US proofs... wild guess 150,000... US Series... 115,000... US Gold about 
75,000... Colonials about 150+ pieces some very important 50,000; Canada 
extensive collection... best for Canadian Auction Wild Guess 20,000... Many, 
Many Tokens, US to Koppenhaver, Foreign with Foreign Coins... Books to 
Katen... Confed Obsolete So-So... Ancient not seen too fully.. .60,000... Foreign 
Brunswick Multiple Thalers 20,000... West Indies... Sold in U.S.” More detailed 
notes on the value of specific segments of the collection are also present. Kosoff s 
handwritten draff of the June 5th letter differs in a number of respects from the 
final version; present therein, for example, is a paragraph subsequently deleted 
: “I seek no fee for this service. Should my recommendations be accepted and 
the Institute benefit therefrom, the satisfaction of having been able to assist you 
will be compensation enough. Interestingly, I am at the point where I can afford 
such a luxury.”

An interesting body of documents pertaining to early 
efforts by John Ford to formulate and market detergents and other products. 
Included are: a typescript of a formula for “Hand Cleaner”; seven sheets of 
duplicated 1946 technical reports from Molnar Laboratories to Ford Chemical 
Co. testing various properties of “Ford’s Sulphur Solution”; formulae and 
directions for use of detergent, hair remover, etc. in a Ford Research Foundation 
envelope; various other typescript formulae, metric conversions, etc.; an August 
20, 1954 legal agreement between Ford, Leslie L. Beach, and W. Kenneth Chave 
for the purpose of authorizing Beach and Chave to sell to the United States 
Government, namely the Army, Navy or Air Force, Ford’s secret formulas for “a 
certain liquid germicide and fungicide.. .and also an all purpose liquid detergent 
known at “IT”; a February 27, 1956 Agreement between Ford and Beach for the 
latter to experiment with and make samples of “SULDURM” and “Ford’s Sulphur 
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Solution,” along with the formula; a carbon copy of a December 24,1955 letter to 
Charles P. Harriman concerning detergent, also noting that “While I do not feel 
personally obliged by me fathers obligations, I do feel that I should attempt to do 
something... if anything at all can be done with the Detergent, you will definitely 
be in the picture”; a detailed carbon sketch for a detergent manufacturing facility; 
an envelope entitled “Sources of Supply” containing various 1950s invoices; 
etc. A fascinating glimpse of an alternate universe wherein John J. Ford, Jr. the 
entrepreneurial chemist would have been formulating athletes foot remedies 
and collecting royalties instead of, or perhaps in conjunction with, engaging in 
a numismatic career.

have just been officially selected to conduct the Auction Sale at the 1951 A.N.A. 
Convention... I will send a catalogue to everyone on my mailing list (3,850)”; the 
card thanks his clientele and wishes them “a wonderful 1952.”

First published in the 1880s, this work was clearly the inspiration and basis for 
B. Max Mehl’s ubiquitous publications of the same name. Titles of earlier von 
Bergen editions begin with The Rare Coins of America and continue from there. 
Eight or more editions saw publication in the nineteenth century, some in more 
than one printing, and another three or more were published at the beginning of 
the twentieth century. At least one of these 1901 editions retains the beginning 
of its earlier title and at least one later 1901 copyright edition Encyclopedia was 
issued, with 132 pages. The edition present here, probably issued a few years into 
the new century, appears to be quite scarce. The reason for the title change is 
printed on the inside front cover: “The Rare Coin Encyclopedia is now published 
instead of The Rare Coins of America, which book is now out of print and all the 
Quotations cancelled.”

In the 1928 work, Davis mentions two Denver store locations 
as well as “stores in Minneapolis and Duluth,” and offers to appraise or purchase 
books and libraries. In the 1930 edition he advertises “Numismatic and Philatelic 
Books, Catalogues, Supplies and Accessories.” Davis is perhaps better known in 
numismatic circles for his 1934 reprint of Doughty and information in these two 
little volumes provides a logical rationale for its publication.

I am 
sending you the Release on the new 1959 Lincoln Cent, which is very handsome, 
I think, and which is being hailed by everybody who has seen it.” Sent “From 
the Superintendents Desk” and signed in facsimile by Biester, the January 2, 
1959 notice states: “So many inquiries come to us each day regarding the new 
reverse side of the LINCOLN coin, — that it seems appropriate to share with you 
the Sunday morning release of December 21, 1958, by James C. Hagerty, Press 
Secretary to the President.” The remainder of the letter is filled with interesting 
information, including that “Production of the changed coin will begin January 
second” and noting that “The 1959 U.S. PROOF SET will include the new 1959 
Cent. (There will be no strikes of the previous design of the one-cent — either of 
regular coinage of for Proof sets) — only with the new reverse!”
